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Continuation of 2. NOTE: Applicants' arguments that Jiang does not teach generating plasma from H2o2 or H20 is equivalent to 
generating plasma from a gas mixture comprising molecular oxygen and molecular hydrogen is not persuasive because Jaing in Para 
0013 describes preferably Oxygen plasma and further states that other plasma chemistries may be used with or without gas additives. 
Further when plasma is applied to H202 it will disassociate to form molecular oxygen and hydrogen . 
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
